The Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manufacturers and Commerce 
was founded in 1754, by William Shipley, a drawing master from Northampton, 
who assembled a group of the most eminent artists, philosophers and scientists of 
the day and declared that the objectives of his Society were ‘to embolden enterprise, to 
enlarge science, to refine art, to improve our manufactures and to extend our commerce’. 
The Society moved to its present premises, which were purpose built by the Adam 
brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774.

James I (1603-1625) 


Coronation 1603, right facing laureate bust, rev crowned lion rampant holding beacon and 
wheatsheaf, 28mm (MI 191/11). Very fine, attractively toned. 200-250 


Coronation of Anne of Denmark 1603, three-quarters left facing bust, rev crowned square 
topped shield bearing her arms, 28mm (MI 192/12). Minor tooling in fields but very fine.

Peace with Spain 1604, bust of James I three-quarters right facing wearing plumed and crowned 
hat, rev Peace and Religion facing each other with a cornucopiae between them, cast and chased 
within border of hearts, 33mm (MI 193/14). Suspension loop missing, very fine. £200-250 


Death of Henry, Prince of Wales 1612, three-quarters left facing bust in armour and lace collar, 
rev coronet above square topped shield bearing his arms, 29mm (MI 200/29). Scratch to left of 
shield, otherwise nearly extremely fine. £200-250 


Charles I (1625-1649) 

Coronation 1626, by Nicholas Briot, crowned right facing bust in coronation robes and lace 
collar, N.B. below, rev arm and hand extending from clouds and holding a sword, 30mm (MI

Tribute to Henrietta Maria 1628, by Nicholas Briot, crown above the shields of England and 
France joined, HM monogram below, rev a grove with one tree rising above all others, two 
ships in the distance, 28mm (MI 249/23), other medals by Briot (4), Marriage 1625 (2), 23mm 
(MI 238/1 and 2), Coronation 1626, uniface, 26mm (MI 243/11) cracked, and Call to Parliament 
to increase the strength of the armed forces, 28mm (MI 250/27).

Dominion of the Seas 1635, by Nicholas Briot, bare headed right facing bust in plain collar, date 
engraved on truncation, rev similar to Lot 8, cast, chased and gilt, formed of two halves united

Peace of Breda and Alliance with Holland 1667, by Christopher Adolphszoon, British and 
Dutch ships sailing alongside each other, rev. shields of Britain and Holland hanging side by side 
from within an olive wreath, 44mm (MI 534/184; vL II,538). Edge knock at 10 o'clock, otherwise 
extremely fine. £120-150 


British Colonisation 1670, by John Roettier, conjoined busts of the King and Queen facing right, 
rev globe, 42mm (MI 546/203). Nearly extremely fine. 1200-250 


James II (1685-1688) 
Coronation 1685, by John Roettier, laureate bust facing right, rev hand extending the crown 


from a cloud above a cushion with a laurel wreath upon it, 34mm (MI 605/5). Nearly extremely 
fine. £150-200 


Coronation of Mary of Modena 1685, by John Roettier, laureate bust facing right, rev the 
Queen seated on a mound, 35mm (MI 606/7). Some marks but very fine. £120-150 


Executions of Monmouth and Argyle 1685, by R.Arondeaux, laureate bust of the King facing 
left on a pedestal bearing Scottish orientated arms and the sceptres of the four kingdoms, rev 
Justice, weighing three crowns against the serpent, sword and torch of rebellion, stands with the 
bodies of Monmouth and Argyle at her feet, their heads on blocks beside her, 61mm. (MI 
615/27, vL III,307). Sometime cleaned, very fine. £200-250 


Invasion by William of Orange 1688, by R.Arondeaux, an orange tree above Britannia who is 
holding a lance supporting the Cap of Liberty and resting on an altar with a bible on it and, to 
the right, the arms of England and a scroll, rev. the Belgic Lion, holding arrows and a sword, 
standing with one paw on a bible and the other on the serpent of discord, a column bearing 
Magna Carta is in the foreground with the invasion fleet approaching Torbay behind, 43mm 
(MI 641/67; vL IIL355; W.3:4). Minor rim damage, otherwise extremely fine, rare. £250-300

Coronation 1689, by John Roettier, conjoined busts facing right, rev Zeus hurling a thunderbolt 

at Phaeton who falls from his father’s chariot, 35mm (MI 662/25; W.10:1). Nearly extremely fine.

Coronation 1689, by Jan Smeltzing, bust of William III facing right, the arms of Britain on the 
trunk of an orange tree entwined with a rose and thistle, James II fleeing to the left, discarding 
crown and sceptre, Father Petre fleeing to the right, carrying the Prince of Wales and a pyx, a 
serpent below and lightning above both, 49mm (MI 671/43; W.10:3a). Extremely fine,rare.

Coronation 1689, by unknown artist in Holland, facing busts, rev Britannia greeting Belgia, the 
invasion fleet in the distance, 59mm (MI 672/44; vL III,379; W.10:12). Virtually as struck and very 
rare thus. £1000-1200 
Ex Edward Hawkins, Sotheby, 10 Feb 1876 (63) and Marquess of Bute (118) 


Congress of the Allies 1691, by Philipp Heinrich Miiller, Jupiter seated in council with the Gods, 
rev Courage, Concord and Prudence around an altar, edge chronogrammatic legend, 49mm (MI 
16/182; vL IV,41). Nearly extremely fine, rare. £120-150 


The Deventer Testimonial 1691, by Jan Luder, bust of William III facing right, reo William IIL, 
clad as a Roman emperor, raises Hibernia whilst a Genius and the City of Deventer place a 
wreath and a medal on a column, 47mm (MI 48/237; vL IV,61). Rim knock and some marks on 
reverse, otherwise nearly extremely fine, rare. £150-200 


Battle of La Hogue 1692, by Georg Hautsch, right facing bust of William III, rev scene of the 
engagement showing the flag of Le Roi Soleil about to sink, 39mm. (MI 59/258; vL IV,104). 
Extremely fine. £120-150 


Battle of La Hogue 1692, thought to be by James Roettier, conjoined busts facing right, rev the 
Royal William engaging Le Roi Soleil which is in flames, 50mm (MI 64/266, vL IV,98). Sometime

Battle of La Hogue 1692, by Georg Hautsch, bust of William III between genii supporting the 
shields of England and Holland within a temple, rev Fame and Victory, with wreath and naval 
trophy, supporting a tablet on which History is recording the names of the ships lost by France, 
45mm (MI 67/272; vL IV,98).

Coronation 1702, by John Croker, bust facing left, reo Pallas hurling thunder at a monster, 
35mm (MI 228/4; vL IV,347). Better than very fine. £80-100 


Coronation 1702, by John Croker, but obv reads FR instead of FRA, as on previous, 35mm (MI 
228/4, vL IV,347). Very fine. £80-100 


Expedition to Vigo Bay (Spain) 1702, by Jan Boskam, left facing bust, rev Hercules stepping 
from the sea treading on the neck of a dragon and apprehending a French soldier who is seeking 
to escape with a golden fleece, 44mm (MI 238/21; vL IV,363). Cut on jaw, otherwise very fine, 
very rare. £150-180 


Capitulation of the Towns on the Meuse 1702, by John Croker, crowned bust facing left, rev 
Liege bombarded, 36mm (MI 241/26; vL IV,358). Extremely fine. £120-150 


Battle of Blenheim 1704, by John Croker, bare headed bust facing left, rev Britannia holding 
spear and Victory seated on a globe with her shield behind facing a captive seated on captured 
French and Bavarian arms and standards, 34mm (MI 256/49: vL IV,247). Very fine. £70-90 


Union with Scotland 1707, by John Croker, crowned bust facing left, rev arms within Garter 
crowned above a pedestal bearing double cypher with the crowned Lion of England and the 
Unicorn of Scotland either side and the Collar of the Garter and sceptres before, 47mm (MI 
295/107).
